Miss Lena Madison Phillips, of 
New York, national president of the 
Business and Professional 
clubs, was principal speaker at a call 
meeting of clubs of the Georgia 
Federation of Business and Profess- 
ional Women’s Clubs held in Ma- 
con last Saturday. Her primary pur- 


pose in the south was to confer with 
the New Orleans club relative to the 
national convention which will be 
held there in July.

Washington, D. C., January 11.— 
The crowning glory and possession of 
the Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs is the Tallulah Falls Industrial 
school in the heart of the Appalachian 
mountains, now an accredited high 
school with 200 pupils, 100 of fhem 
resident. eight teachers, nine well- 
equipped buildings, swimming pool, 
ete., the entire plant valued at $200,- 
000. The owner is the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, the only 
federation in the country. to own and 
maintain a school. This wonderful 
project was described by the Georgia 
director of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, Mrs. Alonzo Richard- 
son, in her report at the midwinter 
meeting of the board, ‘in session in 
Washington, D. C., January 9 to 15. 

In this remarkable school, which 
was opened in 1909 with one small 
building, boys and girls of the purest 
American blood and breed, shut off in 
the fastness of thé Appalachian high- 
lands from opportunities which educa- 
tion affords, are given a ehance in 


life at a school which, beside its aca- 


demic course, supplies to them ine 
struction in manual arts, horticul- 
ture, handcrafts, home care and the 
duty of an American citizen toward 
God and home and native land. The 
school is endowed to the extent of 
$70,000, additional support is provided 
largely by the Federated Women’s 
Clubs of Georgia and the friends of 
education in and out of the state. 
The transformations wrought in the 
lives of individuals, whole families 
and their homes as the result of train- 
ing in this school sound like fairy 
tales. Some of the most able teach- 
ers in the school are themselves grad- 
uates, 
some of the best institutions, vearned 
to return and devote their lives fo 
helping their own people. The Geor- 
gia federation conduets baby clinics 
in all parts of the state. The slogan 
of its library work is: “A library in 
every county.” The student loan fund 
now amounting to &28,000 has made 
possible college educations to 550 girls 
who would otherwise have been de- 
prived of this opportunity.
